Before Title Tourney, Says Sarazen 
homer oes 


Too Much . Practice Has 
Ruined Many a Star's 
Chances for Victory, As- 
serts Titleholder.

After four weeks of practice at 


Miami Beach, Florida, and after 
Playing steadily for two weeks on 
the public course at’ San Antonio, I 
felt that I was ready for the tourna- 
ment there. This was the first big 


competition of the winter season of}. 


1921-22 and my first. tournament 
since the professional championship 
at Inwood, Long Island, 

I had been playing s0 well in prac- 
tice I felt sure I would do well in 
the tournament. 

Instead, however, I made a sorry 
showing. I didn’t realize my condli- 
tion at the time, but I know now 
that I went into that meeting over- 
golfed. Staleness has killed the 
chances of more than one golfer. 

There are various opinions as 
the proper way of conditioning one’s 
self for a tournament. Some say you 
shouldn’t play much golf. Others be- 
lieve that the more one plays the 
better prepared one is for the con- 
flict. 

I believe that you cannot play too 
much’ golf; that it is a game which 
requires constant practice in order 
to retain the touch. 

However, there is such a thing as 
overdoing practice just preceding: a 
tournament. That is what had hap- 
pened to me at San Antonio. “I 
wasn't keen for the game when the 
first round started. 


It is well enough to put in a lot 
of practice, say a month or even 
two weeks in advance of a tour- 
mament. But the week preceding 
a big tournament one should take 
things casy. 

After the San Antonio competition, 
which Bob. MacDonald won, I took a 
short rest. The result was noticeable 
at Shreveport; where I finished sec- 
ond to Leo Diegel, who won with the 
exceptionally fine score of 275. 


Takes Rest, Then Wins. 


The néxt tournament I entered was 
at Houston. Francis Ouimet was 
there, and after that competition he 
said to me: “I'd advise you to take 
a rest, Gene; you look tired and are 
probably overgolfed. Do not play 
any more between now and the New 
Orleans meeting and you'll do bet- 


with the result that when the time 
came for the New Orleans tourna- 
ment I was feeling better than I had 
felt all winter. I was all keyed up 
and anxious to get started, More- 
over, I was bubbling over with en- 
thusiasm and confidence, for the day 
the tournament started, Feb. 27, was 
my birthday.

PASSENGERS PRAY 
DURING RESCUE OF 
33 MEN AT SEA 


610 Persons on Liner Kneel 
on Decks While Crew of 
Sinking Freighter Fight 
for Their Lives. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YCRK, Jan. 20.—The prin- 
cipals in one of the most stirring 
rescues ever performed on the 


Atlantic Ocean, 33 men, stood on 
the deck of the steamship Giuseppe 
Verdi of the trans-Atlantic Italiana 
Line as she came up the bay today. 
They were the crew of the Italian 
freighter Montello, which foun- 
dered last Wednesday, about 400 
miles north of Bermuda. Capt. 
Francisco Sturlesi of the Montello 
and the 32 members of his crew 
were saved by the timely arr‘val 
of the Giuseppe Verdi, in command 
of Capt. Giovanno Manganaro. The 
rescue was made during a 
gale amid rolling seas which 
swamped one boat and threw 
11 men of the Montello into the 
water just as they came alongside 
the Giuseppe Verdi. Life rings 
were thrown to the struggling men 
in the water and they clambered up 
ropes and ladders dangling from 
the Giuseppe Verdi. . 
As the Giuseppe Verdi came up 
the bay Capt. Sturlesi of the Mon- 
tello told the details of the rescue. 
“We left Philadelphia Jan. 10,” 
said the captain. “On the 12th and 
18th we ran into a gale with tre- 
mendous seas running. It grew 
worse on the 14th and 15th. At 10 
p. m. on the night of the 15th, a 
terrific quartering sea struck us on 
the port side and the cargo of grain 
shifted. After that the Montello did 
not answer her rudder and the vessel 
fell off into the trough of the sea. 
Takes Water Rapidly. 
“With a 12-degree list to star- 
board the vessel swung around in a 
circle. We.tried to work the rud- 
der by hand-power, but that failed.

veniently can be made the scape- 
goat of the administration and 
Mr. Harding saved from some of 
the odium manifest at thé last elec- 
tion.

It is known that President Hard- 
ing has not warmly favored some 
o* the policies laid. down by Hughes. 
Ip fact. he has regarded some of 
them as mistakes, if not blunders. It 
further is known that Ambassador 
George Harvey frankly informed 
the Secretary of State that chalk and 
water propositions would not meet 
the present .exigencies in WBurope, 
where strong-arm methods are now 
necessary. 

President’s Wishes Ignored... 

Shortly preceding the ‘‘plain talk” 
eeonference between Hughes and 
Harvey, it developed that President 
Harding was in a gloomy and de- 
spondent frame of mind because of 
Hughes’ attitude on the plan of 
France for the invasion‘and coercion 
of Germany. | 

As reported in Congressional and 
other cirles, the President urged 
sending a firm protest to France 
against the seizure of German terri- 
tory. It was argued by the Presi- 
dent, according to these reports, that 
the United States was under a moral 
obligation to protest, because Germa- 
ny had accepted the armistice terms 
after the 14 points were outlined by 
President Wilson and offered as an 
initial basis for peace adjustment, 
because Germany has followed the 
counsel and advice of this country. 
The President’s argument is said to

disregarded and each day the situa- 
tion in Europe has grown more crit- 
ical. - 

It fs said in this connection that 
President Harding. believes a display 
of firmness would have counteracted 
much of the disrepute into which his 
administfation has fallen. 

Senators Prepare for Attack. 
Among members of Congress the 
opinion prevails that if Hughes steps 
down in the near .future the entire 
foreign policy of the Government 
would be repudiate. If the Secretary 
does not retire there will be an equal, 
if not greater, degree of condemna- 
tion and resentment. 

For several weeks a number of 


Republican Senators have been pre- 
paring to desert the foreign policy of 
Secretary Hughes. They have bit- 
terly criticised the Secretary and 
have stowed away ammunition for 
an open fight which now is in sight. 

All this comment and flood of bit- 
ter remarks reached Secretary 
Hinghes. He resented these observ2- 
tions and firmly .defendéd his poli- 
cies. At first he was irritated, then 
became disgusted. Eventually he 
told friends that he would not*mucn 
longer stand this undeserved abuse 
but would retire from the Cabinet. 

Whether the Secretary will re- 
verse this determination later and 
decide to givé his opponents a warm 
and lively fight cannot be predicted. 
The whole matter of retirement or 
fighting back may be worked out 
next week. 


It developed today that’ some 
prominent Republican Senators have 
gone to Secretary Hughes for in- 
formation but have come away 
empty-handed. While cordially re- 
ceived and treated with great cour- 
tesy, nothing bearing on the foreign 
situation was disclosed. 


These Senators say they will not 
even make another trip to the State 
Department. It was admitted to- 
night by Republican Senators who 
oppose Hughes’ policy that they can 
take no effective action regarding 
Boyden and his commission as unoffi- 
cial observer. It is agreed that Boy- 
den is the personal representative of 
the President, and Congress may 
neither direct his recall nor seek to 
prevent the payment of his salary. 
It is a purely executive function with 
which not even the Senate has any- 
thing to do.

What Germany Has Paid. 


It is not without significance, now that Ger- 


ican representative in Paris termed her technical 


default, to recollect that between the expense of | 


army occupation and contributions already made 
toward reparations, Germany has already paid the 
allies three times the amount of the total ex- 
acted by Bismarck in 1870. 

This is without making any aNowance for the 
vast and highly developed colonies which she 
surrendered. Let, therefore, no one approach ‘this 
problem as if they were dealing with a recal- 
citrant country that was deliberately refusing to 
acknowledge any of her obligations under the 


‘treaty which she has signed. 


So far I have referred only to the direct out- 
lay upon these aggressive measures. The indi- 
rect cost to the victor and vanquished alike will 


be crushing. 

It is already accumulating. The mere threat 
has depreciated the value of the franc and thus 
redueed, its purchasing capacity abroad. This 
loss mist be borne by the French consumer. 
There may be a rally; but I shall be surprised if 
the improvement is more than temporary. 

All that is obvious for the moment to the un- 
trained eye is the way wherein the mark is 
dragging the French and Belgian franc slowly 
along its own dowmward course. As the distance 
between them lengthens and the invisible cord 
which ties them together becomes more and more 
attenuated, it may ultimately snap and the franc 
will be released from the dangerous association. 
That I doubt, for a bankrupt Germany means & 
country which even the most hopeful cannot look 
to as a means of redeeming French deficits. 

Once that is clear’ to the French peasant he 
won't so readily part with his savings, and the 
real difficulties of French finance will begin at 
that stage. A policy, therefore, which demoralizes 
the German currency is one which fs also fatal to 
the solvency of/French finance.

No tariff, however nimble, can keep pace with 
the runaway mark. It would baffle the most re- 
sourceful Minister of Finance to adapt his budget 
to a currency which, while he is sitting down to 
pen his proposals, has disappeared beyond the 
horizon before he has risen from his desk. 


Probable Effect on the Mark. 


If the mere threat of force has produced such 
a panic, what will be the effect of the actual 
measures? It is safe to predict that the ad- 
vance of French troops into Germany won't re- 
store the composure of the frightened mark and 
arrest its flight. 

What, then, becomes of the hope of renewed 
payments of the annuity? At best Germany 
could only be expected to pay when her. foreign 
trade was so improved that she could provide a 
margin out of her exports to pay her annuities. 
Her foreign trade is largely dependent on her 
foreign exchanges. These are now destroyed be- 
yond prospect of recovery for years. 

Britain proposed a voluntary moratorium for 
a short term of years in order to place Germany 
in a position where she could at the end of that 
term pay a reasonable annuity. The French Gov- 
ernment has in effect substituted a compulsory 
moratorium for an indefinite period, with no 
prospect of payment in sight. 

The only chance of securing an early installment 
of reparation payments was by pressing Germany 
to put her finances in order and giving her fair 
time in which to do so. The only chance of ne- 
gotiating a loan on German security to assist 
France to pay for the repair of her devastated 
provinces and enable her to put her, finances in 
order was by restoring the stability of German 
currency. 

French statesmen have deliberately thrown both 
these chances away. The effect on the value of 
their own currency must be grave, and French- 
men will have to pay an increased cost of living 
for the venture dictated by short-sighted and 
short-tempered statesmanship. 

When one thinks of the consequences one is 
driven to ask whether French politicians are 
really seeking reparations or are pursuing another 
purpose quite incompatible with the recovery of 
money payments under the treaty. 


This is the wrong road toward reparations. 
leads in exactly the opposite direction. 

Whither, then, does it lead? There is*no doubt 
its effect will be ruinous so far as German in- 
dustry is concerned. I have already dealt with 
its disastrous influence on German currency 
and with the indfrect effect of a rapidly dcepreciat- 
ing currency upon German foreign trade. Seizure 
of the Ruhr mines will have another serious 
effect. 


Productiveness Decreased. 


Even now the result of the compulsory aliena- 
tion of so much of.Germany’s coal supply in the 
Rubr, in Silesia and the Saar from German in- 
dustry is diminished German productiveness. The 
fuel deficiency thereby created inside Germany 
has been partly supplied by purchases of coal 
from outside sources. The necessity for providing

gold to pay for foreign coal has added consid- 
erably to Germany’s financial difficulties. 

A still larger foreign purchase will be the in- 
evitable result of forcible diversion of large quan- 
tities of Ruhr coal to France and Italy, with 
further financial embarrassments as a conse- 
quence. 

That is bad enough. But I fear worse. Will 
the German miner work with the same regularity 
and efficiency for a foreign master as he does for 
a German employer? Is there the least possibility 
of the production being maintained at its present 
level? 

The influence of this added muddle on world 
trade is incalculable. Nobody gains; everybody 
is a loser by the move. 
embarrassed finances are made stilf more in- 
volved—how is a Germany whose industry be- 
comes more and more difficult—how is a Ger- 
many reduced to despair to be of the slightest 
use to France, Belgium, Italy or anybody else? 

The feather-headed scribes who have advocated 
this rash policy assume France will be helped be- 
cause Germany will thus be reduced to impo- 
tence. For how long? Disintegration of Ger- 
many is not an unlikely consequence of this 
move. 

I know that is the expectation. Frenchman still 
hanker after the days when the Saxons and Ba- 
varians and Wurtemburgers were allies and al- 
most vassals of France against Prussia. That 
was the lure that led the third Napoleon to his 
ruin. It is the attraction which is now drawing 
France once more toward a sure doom. 

The policy will bring no security to France in 
the future. It deprives her of all hope of repara- 
tions in the immediate present. There will be no 
longer a Germany to pay. It would be too hope- 
less a task to attempt recovery from each of 
the severed states. 

But what of the increased security? Nothing 
can keep Germans permanently apart. They 
will at the suitable moment reunite under more 
favorable conditions, freed from external as well 
as internal debt. France will have lost her’ repa- 
rations and only retained the hatred of an im- 


placable foe who has become more redoubtable, 


than ever. 

How would Europe have fared in the interval 
whilst France was learning from events what 
every other country can see now? There is no 
knowing what will happen when a brave people 
of 60,000,000 finds themselves faced with utter 
ruin. Whether they turn to the left or to the 
right will depend ca questions of personal leader- 
ship which are not yet determined. All we can 
be sure of is that they can hardly go on as they 
are, maintaining an honest struggle for ordered 
freedom and democratic self-government.

The Community Fund of St. Louis, 
an organization recently formed to 
collect charities for 40 organizations 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County, at 
one time and through one central- 
ized office, will] conduct its firs‘ 
campaign during the week of Feb. 


25. The amount to be obtained hes 
not been decided, but wili be an- 
nounced later. Campaign  head- 
quarters will be in the Central Na- 
tional Bank Building, Seventh and 
Olive streets. 

This system of organized collect- 
ing is used in many of the large 
cities of America, all of which ro- 
port it to be successful, and meeting 
with the approval of both the so- 
cleties and the gonors.

Coco is said to have told the investors in this 
enterprise that he did not believe the men were 
really Federal agents, but that he h&d no alter- 
native but to let them take the whisky, as they 
used hold-up methods.

Coco organized a group-and collected $3000 to 
be put into a still. He spent about $1400 on a 
still, barrels and mash, and kept the rest. Be 
fore the first gallon of whisky was made the 
still was raided, this time by city detectives, 
who confiscated the still. 

Later, a very similay incident occurred, and 
Coco’s investors con@luded he was havieg more 
“bad luck” than one man was entitled to.

Coco once appealed to Patti to pay a fine im- 
posed-on a relative of Coco.

Patti fur- 
nished the monéy, about $300, required to settle 
the fine. 

At the time of Patti's murder it was related 
that a Sicilian, arrested on a charge of operat- 
ing a still, had been financed for a time by 
Patti. as the:man had information which he 
might have used against Patti. The man went 
to jail with the understanding that Patti would 

pay him $3000, but he got orfly $300, and after

feud. It was recalled that Constable William 
Egan, who was mysteriously murdered in front 
of his saloon at 1400 Franklin avenue two 
months before, had signed the bonds of several 
men accused of the unlawful selling of bottled- 
in-bond whisky. 


Cipolla had been arrested in connection with 


police investigation of ““moonshining” activities, 
and he and Summers had been intimate asso- 
ciates for several months prior to their death.

HETHER the flat-faced, flat-nosed 
gentieman of the solemn smile, seen 
herewith as the slanting upper sur- 
face of a big chunk of biue granite, is 
a carving by prehistoric man or mere- 
ly another fake “plant” like the cele- 
brated Cardiff Giant, science not yet 
has determined. Savants are busy about the mat- 
ter. They want to know. They have eager thirst 
for the truth. They are delving deeply, therefore, 
into the lore of archeology. in the hope of learning 
definitely whether this most recent and possibly most 
remarvable “find” is a mere modern fake or a super- 
ancient fact extraordinary. 

The stone-image face, with, of course, the rest of 
the stone, was unearthed recently by W. L. Chaimers 
on his home place in the Grand Lake district in Colo- 
rado. Chaimers was enlarging an irrigation reser- 
votr on his homestead when the pick struck this 
carved stone, about six feet below the surface. 

The pick made no imprint. There was not the 
sliciitest chipping, not even a faint scar. Scientists 
who have examined the granite image declare that 
through changes in its consistency the rock had be- 
come harder than steel. 

“It would be impossible,” aver geologists who have 
seen it. “to make these carvings today by rubbing or 
chipping with flint instruments; the granite is quite 
too hard for that process to be successful.” 

This is an argument for the antiquity of the image. 
which is 14 inches high. nine inches across the tab- 
let seen below the human face. and about 12 inches 
through to the back. Its 66 pounds make a hard lift 
for the average ditcher. It was one of the average 
ditchers who first struck pick against the grarite 
and told Chalmers that he had dug up a queer-looking 
rock with peculiar carvings on its several faces. 

“Some baby, too'” panted the digger as he heaved 
the stone up out of the excavation and turned it ovem 
and over. 

“And quite probably,” said Homesteader Chalmers, 
whose mind has a scientific slant, “a very old, oid, old 
baby. at that.” 

After the discovery of the mystery stone Chalmers 

lost interest for the time being in his irrigation reser- 
voir. Waters conld wait, but inquiry into the authen- 
ticity of this prehistoric visitant from a most remote 
past in the prehistory of the human race must go 
forward forthwith. The homesteader began spreading. 
the news of his unexpected pick-up. Serious-mind- 
ed men not only in Colorado scientific institutions, 
but at far-distant points, took immediate and avid in- 
‘terest. Presently the carved biock of cranite was the 
subject of eager inquiry from many important quar- 
ters. 
One of the natural-history experts who have had 
early opportunity to study the stone its J. Allard Jean- 
eon, curator of the Colorado Historfcal and Natural 
History Society. Formeriy he served as special 
archeologiat for the Bureau of American Ethnology at 
Washington. 

“Tf this stone can be proved genuine.” said Jeancon, 
“it ia the biggest find in all anthropological research. 
and antedates anything on the American continen 
going to establish the remote antiquity of man. iI 
never have seen such remarkable outlines of dinosaurs 
and mastodons.” 

This allusion ts to the carvings on the elongated 
sides of the stone. One of these represents a sauro- 
pod, according to Jeancon: this animal, when it ex- 
isted millions of years ago, had a long neck and was 
a vegetable-eating dinosaur. The figure is seen above 
the arm and leg of the being that holds the rock tab- 
let portrayed by the carver. There is also a figure 
of a carnivorous dinosaur of the American Cretaceous 
period, having a long tail. Peneath it is engraved a 
huge mastodon. This beast lived in a period later 
than that of the dinosaur. 

Curator Jeancon’s appraisal of this stone as “the 
biggest find in all anthropological research,” predi- 
cated, of course. upon the assumption that the relic is 
genuine, no doubt will find dispatants amonest scien- 
tific men. But his additional statement that. always 
providing it be genuine, the stone “antedates anything 
on the American continent going to establish the 
remote antiquity of man” is not so difficult of ac- 
ceptance, according to those who know something 
about such evidences of the human past.

The layman is inclined to marvel that the head of 
London's police force partook, as would a simple- 
minded child, of the contents of a package of candy 
sent through the mails anonymously. Is it not to be 
assumed that a man capable of managing the police 
affairs of the world’s next-to-largest city should know 
better?

ROM time immemorial, man has gazed into 
the heavens at night and wondered in his 
heart if those starry worlds he sees above 
him are merely tiny lamps to mitigate ever 
so slightly the darkness of mooniess nights. 
or if they are the homes of living beings. 
beings like unto ourselves, perhaps. 

Since astrology gave birth to astronomy and maz 
learned what in fact the stars and planets are. how 
vast their distamce. how gigantic their size and of 
what elements they are composed, writers on astron- 
omy have speculated and guessed about this cosmic 
probiem. 

Much that has been published is nothing but the 
dreams of highiy imaginative *writers, without any 
standing among real men of science. _ 

Among the practical working astrg@momers who have 
ventured to express definite opinious on this subject 
is the Abbe Theodore Moreux, director of the observa- 
tery at Bourges, France, one of the greatest mathema- 
ticiams in Burope and author of several ciassic books 
on astronomy and mathematics. 

Some years ago he wrote a book, “Are the Other 
Worlds Inhabited’” This he has finished revising in 
the light of the most recent discoveries. The new edi- 


' This interesting and entertaining book sets the prob- 
lem before us im a purely scientific way, almost with- 
out specuiation, and arrives at perfectly definite con- 
clusions. [t is entitled “Les Autres Mondes Sont-ils 
Habites’” and is published by Gaston Doin, Paris. _ 
“The earth is a planet. one of the eight principai 
planets which ceaselessiy roil around their sun; would 
it not be strange if the tiny grain of sand upes which 


combined to form water. hydrates of carbon, fats and 
albumineoid matter. varying with the species and the 
tissue. 

Every living cell, no matter how primitive, is a very 
compiex erganization, especially when looked upon in 
the light of atomic theory. This compiexity explains 
how it is that a ceil cannot live except under certain 
conditions. 

im a general way. no ceil can live in a temperature 
below freezing and above 112 degrees Fahrenheit. It 
may exist for a short while at a temperature far below 
or slightly above these limits, but it is in a“‘weate of 
suspended animation and not in function as a living 
thing. Man alone forms an exception. as his climatic 
adaptability is very great. 

No living organism can live at a temperature of 212 
degrees Fahrenheit, for at that point all the albumin 
im it has coaguinted. Oniy a few of the bacteria and 
their spores can stand a ‘temperature anywhere near 
boiling point. and that only for a brief time. 
Another atmospheric condition necessary to life de- 
pends on air pressure and upon oxygen. In air com- 
pressed beyond a certafn point. oxygen kills even the 
microbes, and life im the rarified air of high altitudes 


Thus, for the existence of life on any planet. the fol- 
lowing conditions are necessary. a prevailing tempera- 
ture of between freezing point and 115 degrees, without 
too sudden vartations. an atmosphere containing nitro- 
gen, oxygen and water vapor: the existence of oceans 
of water; a certain quantity of light. 

“Consequently.” writes the Abbe Moreux. “life is 
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Moreux says the ground there, during the long lunar 
day, has a temperature of that of boiling water, and. 
in the equally long lunar night, of more than 264 
degrees below zero. There is not a living or- 
ganism which could resist these extremes of heat and 
cold. 

To those who have described certain appearances 
which they believe are signs of vegetation on the moon, 
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below zero! But Jupiter, though 1344 times as big as 
the earth, weighs only 317 times as much, which means 
that ite substance is far away lighter than ours. 

When we take into account the tremendous pressures 
which compress its interior parts, it is evident that 
it must be little else but a globe of gas. Jupiter has not 
yet cooled down; it is not yet extinct: once it shone 
with its own brilliance, today it is a sort of a semi- 
sun. Through the clouds that enshroud it, glimpses of 
its red-hot surface can be seen through a telescope. 

Jupiter may be habitable some day. when it shall have 
cooled off, but that gay is still far distant. 

As for Saturn, it has not yet cooled off to the tem- 
perature of Jupiter; it has not the density of water: it 
is Only a ball of blazing gas. No life possible on either 
of these. 

Nor does it seem probable that there ever will be. 
for the reason that no cell will be able to develop 
in the intense cold which prevails at such vast distances 
from the sun. 

Remain, then, Venus and Mars, our near neighbors 
in the universe. Venus is about.the same size as the 
earth, and the densities and volumes are nearly the 
same. Venus has an atmosphere and might be hab- 
itable were it not for one fact-—-not absolutely proven 
bui generally accepted—that it revolves on its axis in 
just the same time that it circles abput the sun: thus. it 
always turns the came face to the sun. 

This must result in eternal torrefaction on ome side 
and eternal congelation on the other. From all sides 
winds rush to the center of heat, giving rise to terrific 
cyciones and electric storms. 

In the borderlands, where the rays of the sun shine 
feebly. life might be possible if it were not for the per- 
petual cyclones and torrential rains which are the in- 
evitable result of the division of heat and cold. 

Mare alone is ieft. Everyone is familiar with the 
accounts of canals on this planet, first discovered by 
Sehiaparelli and described most minutely by Prof. 
Lowell from his observations at Flagstaff. Arizona. 
it is upon the apparently artificial nature of these ca- 
nals that all the theories about Mars being inhabited 
are based. 

It is their geometrical straichtness and the way they 
intersect, evidently bearing the waters from the melt- 
ing ice at the poles to arid districts about the 
equator, which make some distinguished astronomers 
cling to their theory. 

We see the results of their labor aiding nature; we 
perceive the effects and we divine the causes. 

“Without the Martians. Mars is inexplicable. The 
artificiality of the canals. on the contrary, explains 
everything: therefore the Martians exist, and the planet, 
though dying. still nourishes intelligent beings.” 

A word of homage to Prof. Lowell, and the Abbe 
comes to criticism of his theories. 

“A hypothercis is proven only when it is certain that 
no other can be subetituted which will explain the 
fact. Even more, of two hypotheses equally satisfying, 
we must choose the simpler. 

“Is the geometrical form of the canals an indubitabie 
fact? Not atall. This svecial form is denied by nearly 
ali the observers of Mars.” ik 

He then goes on to discuss the visibility of very small 
objects at great distances and points out that at consid- 
erabiy inside the limits of visibility any object, no mat- 
ter what its shape, seems perfectly round, and a line, 
even if quite irregular, becomes perfectly straight. This 


_ optical fact may easily explain the apparent straight- 


ness of the canals and circularity of the oases. 

“In reality, the canals should be composed of a series 
of irregular spots, juxtaposed, probably separated from 
one another, each too feebie sufficiently to impress our 
eyes. Becides, recent observations with the great tele- 
scope at the University of Meudon, with the great 
glaeses of Lick and Yerkes, with the great telescope at 
Mount Wilson, by observers as skilled as Lowell, have 
not corroborated his manner of seeing: the canals ap- 
pear distinggly irregular in form and intensity. 

“The photographs of Mars obtained in the last year 
or two do not at all corroborate the geometrical forms 
presented by the Flagstaff design. All correspond to 
the representations which the best designers of all coun- 
tries give to them.” 

But. even if the canals are geometrically straight, 
that does not prove their artificiality. The geologist

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THE LAND HAS TIDES, JUST 


HE sea has no monopoly on tides. according to 

Walter D. Lambert of the U. 8. Coast and Geo- 

detic Survey, who points out that the land 

rises and falls in the same manner that the 
water does. 

“The same attraction of the sun and moon which 
raises tides in the ocean must also raise tides in 
the so-called solid earth itself.”” he says, “for an ab- 
solutely rigid and unyielding body is merely a mathe- 
matical fiction. In observing ocean tides we neces- 
sarily refer them to the earth, so that what we get 
by observation is the difference between the tide in 
the water and the earth tide at the same point. 

“If we could determine from a rigorous mathematical 
theory what the water tide would be on the hypothesis 
of an absolutely unyielding earth. we could then com- 
pare the tide actually observed with the theoretical 
tide and the difference would represent the yielding of 
the earth, or earth tide. Only in a few simple cases 
_ We predict the water tide by mathematical theory 
alone. 

“One such case is that of the so-called long-period 
tides, tides whose periods afe about a fortnight or 
a month. The observed long-period tides are found 
to have about two-thirds of thetr theoretical values, 
‘an indication that the earth yields somewhat more than 
a globe of steél would do. 

“Another case where the tide may be predicted from 
theory alone is that of the diurnal or semi-diurnal tide 
in a smal) and not too shallow body of water. Such a 


body might be anything from a trough a hundred water causes a variable tilt in 


feet long or so up to a body of water like Lake Su- 
perior. The tidal forces cause small changes in the 
direction of the plumb line and the Water sur- 
face adjusts itself so as to remain always perpendicu- 
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lar to the instantaneous direction of the plumb line 
directly. 

“Its motion is very small and an apparatus called 
the horizonta] pendulum has been used to render the 
motion accessible to observation. When a water sur- 
face is observed it is more satisfactory to use an arti- 
ficial body of water than a natural one; this was done 
by Drs. Michelson and Gale, who observed the minute 
tides in a horizontal pipe some 500 feet long. 

“These tides were measured by a very delicate ap- 
paratus perfected by Prof. Michelson that depends 
on the interference of light waves from two different 
sources end is called the interferometer. The work 
of these two scientists represents the most accurate 
measurements of earth tides that have yet been made.” 

There are difficulties in interpreting some of the 
results of observation of the diurnal or semi-diurnal 
earth tides-as observed with a horizontal pendulum or, 
in a horizontal pipe, rays Mr. Lambert. Observations - 
made at several places not far from the Baltic Sea 
seemed to indicate that the earth is more rigid in—ap 
east-and-west than in a north-and-south direction. 
Many explanations have been given of this phenome- 
non, al] but one of thém more interesting than satisfy- 
ing. 

The most reasonable explanation is that the effect is 
due to the ocean tides, even though the ocean may be 
many miles away. As the water in the ocean moves 
in response to the tidal forces, its attraction on the 
plumb line varies; furthermore, the shifting load of 
the. earth’s crust and
